says the new bill will give the buyer 
a choice between two classes of can- 
ned foods, those of a higher quality 
and those of slightly below standard 
level that have been marked accord- 
ingly so that the buyer will have full 
knowledge of tlje character and purity 
ot the article. 


The amendment becomes 
effective 


immediately and the Food and Drug 
administration will begin at once for- 
mulation of the tentafivc standards oi 
uualUy. condition, and fill of container 
for the more common food products.

Killing Worn-Out Laws 


town council of Lowestoft, in England, undertook to 


i revise some of the town's out-moded laws the other day, 
a.nd discovered-on the statute books a curious survival of early 
Victorianism—a law passed in 1854, and never repealed, com- 
pelling all male bathers at the city bathing beaches to stay at 
least tO,yards away from all female bathers. 


Cabled dispatches relate that the town fathers had a 


good laugh at this ancient law, and then promptly repealed 
it, i Henceforth men and women at Lowestoft's bathing 
beaches .can stand face to face without fearing the wrath of 
the law. 
All of this is rather funny, but it does provoke a bit of 


reflection, For example: what would have happened if it 
had been an American town that discovered such a law on its 
books? Would it have repealed the law, or would it have 
Jet it remain on the statute books and then winked at all vio- 
lations of it ? 
We don't, of course, hang on to laws quite that idiotic. But 


in general it may be said that it is not our tendency to follow 
this British lead in handling out of date laws. Our governing 
bodies almost invariably lack the courage to repeal such or- 
dinances^ To do so might offend some group of the populace; 
consequently we let the laws remain, and then make no pre- 
tense of enforcing them. 


As a result, we have those queer "blue Sunday" drives 


ever so often. In countless cities and towns there are laws 
which forbid everything from playing golf to buying postage 
stamps on Sunday- Generally these laws are allowed to lie 
ignored; but once in a while some sheriff or mayor or chief 
ot police conceives, it to be his duty to enforce them, and u 
whole community ia inconvenienced and upset—all because 
the law-makers lack the courage to repeal laws that no long- 
er have public- support. 


So it is that every state and city has laws that are never 


enforced. Thore are horse races in states whose laws strictly 
bar horse racing. There are Sunday movies in towns where 
Sunday movies are illegal. We perfer to let laws go unen- 
forced rather than to go to work and repeal them. It is not 
a healthy attitude.
